Christmas Message 

It was Saint Francis of Assisi who once stated that Christmas 
was the Feast of Feasts because on that day the Most High Son of 
God became a poor little Child, and because without Bethlehem 
there would have been no Calvary, and without the Cross there 
would be no Redemption. We should then welcome this solemn 
and sweet event in the spirit of the Poverello, With feelings of 
mingled awe and tenderness—awe at the presence of such a pro¬ 
found mystery, tenderness at the sight of the poor little Child. 
No better way presents itself than by contemplating on the Gospel 
stories of the three Masses prescribed for Christmas Day. 

In those days Caesar Augustus decreed that a census should 
be taken of the whole world. And Joseph also made the journey 
for the city of Nazareth in Galilee to Judea, to the city of David 
which is called Bethlehem , to be enrolled; and with him was Mary, 
his wife, who was with child. And not finding room in the inn, they 
took refuge in a cave nearby, where Jesus was born that very night. 
His mother then wrapped Him in swaddling clothes and laid Him 
in a manger. This is the stark story of the first Christmas. God 
becomes Man and takes up His abode with men, but He comes un¬ 
attended; were it not for the herald angels, He would also have 
arrived unsung. It is men who have given Him nothing, neither 
decent shelter nor clothing, not even a reception of welcome. This 
night is born to us a Saviour in poverty, in loneliness, and in humility. 

From these presentations it remains for us to react and draw, 
not only a stronger realization of the poverty of the Poor King of 
heaven, but also a vivid appreciation and value of a true spirit of 
humility. 

In the Gospel story, for the second Mass of Christmas we read 
how the shepherds of Bethlehem, having received the glad tidings 
from the angels, hastily made their way in simple faith to the 
manger. There they found the Divine Child with Mary and Joseph , 
as the celestial messengers had announced, and their simple, child¬ 
like hearts understood at once Who it was that lay before them. 

This simple joy of the shepherds which has characterized the 
celebration of Christmas for centuries is due to none other than 
Sa/nt Francis of Assisi, who restored the shepherds' spirit to the 
Holy Night because he too, received the angelic news with the 
guilelessness of a child. It was in the woods of Greccio that Saint 
Francis instituted the first Christmas midnight Mass before the 
r/rst realistic representation of the cave of Bethlehem. It was here 
that the Lark of Umbria announced in honey-sweet words the birth 
of the Poor King of heaven and that the Divine Child appeared to 
him thus rewarding his simple soul as He had done to the shepherds 
of Bethlehem.

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The Gospel story for the third Christmas Mass is far different 
from the other two Gospels. Here we find no simple picturing of 
pastoral scenes and earthy births, but rather the Evangelist Saint 
John soars aloft to unroll the infinite landscapes of the Eternal and 
announces another Birth: “In the beginning was the Word, and the 
Word was with God, and the Word was God . . . All things were 
made by Him: and without Him was made nothing that was made ” 
(John 1:1,3). Here is shown the eternal generation of the Son, the 
same Word that today was made flesh and dwelt among us; here is 
related how all creation was made by and through and for this Most 
High Son of God, the same Person Who now takes up human nature 
in utter nakedness and helplessness. 

Such a lofty conception may seem far beyond possible con¬ 
nection with the Franciscan way of gazing on the Christ Child. Yet 
there is a connection between the eternal happenings with the 
incident in time. All creation is made for Christ; yet in becoming 
Man, Christ chooses the humblest and the poorest in that creation. 
The people He first greets as God-Man are not the aristocratic rulers 
and high priests, but the humble Joseph and Mary and the shep¬ 
herds; He arrives not in Jerusalem, the Queen of Sion, but in Beth¬ 
lehem, the least of the cities of Judea; He lies not on the soft downy 
couch of a palace, but naked on the straw of a stable. 

Yes, the Word is made flesh and is in all the tabernacles of 
the world. 

Let us tabernacle Him in our souls on Christmas Day.

This work is offered with the firm 
hope that a spark of the fire that 
burned in the heart of Our Holy Father 
St. Francis and his Companions may 
enkindle a flame in many hearts. It is 
true that the facts of the life of the man 
who left all that he might find all can¬ 
not become the facts of our life, but as 
Students of the Prep, the spirit is ours. 
This little work breathes the Spirit of 
II Poverello, the Poor Man of Assisi. 

Reference to Historical Information: 
Vita Prima of Rev. Thomas of Celano, 
O.F.M., the first biographer of St. 
Francis. 

In the Year of our Lord 1223, in the 
Italian village of Greccio, St. Francis, 
captivated by the humility demon¬ 
strated in the Incarnation, instituted a 
reverent custom, lauding the Saviour, 
that has continued seven successive 
centuries and still is observed in Christ¬ 
endom today. An obscure individual 
named John of whom little is known 
save that he was “of good repute” and 
of yet better life, invited Francis and 
the Friars to observe the Feast of the 
Lord’s Nativity in Greccio. Now, he 
was held in high esteem and affection 
by Francis for, although of noble and 
very prominent family, John had tram¬ 
pled underfoot nobility of flesh to pur¬ 
sue nobility of soul. Two weeks prior 
to the great feast, Francis summoned 
him and informed him that if he want¬ 
ed the Friars to celebrate Christmas at 
Greccio, he should prepare things so 
that all who visited there would be re¬ 
minded of the child “who was born in 
Bethlehem”. (Matt. 2:1), and would 
view how He suffered the lack of all 
those comforts needed by an infant; 
how He was “laid in a manger” (Luke 
2:7), and how He rested on the straw, 
with the ox and the ass standing by. 

When all was in accord with the in¬ 
structions, the Friars, from diverse lo¬ 
cals, proceeded to assemble at Greccio. 
Swelling hearts imbued with joy perme¬ 
ated the congregation that immediately 
entered into a procession, with lighted 
candles and torches, to lighten the 
night that has and does illuminate 
eternity with its glittering stars. 

The great Saint of God saw it and 
was glad. For there, in the manger 
filled with hay, warmed by the breath 


of the ox and ass, there with the 
Redeemer, simplicity was honored, 
poverty exalted, and humility extolled. 

As the people of the surrounding 
area arrived at the manger, they were 
elated with the delights of the wonder- 
ous marvel. The sounds of joyful voices 
reverberated in the woods as the Friars 
chanted the Divine Office, rendering 
adoration to the Lord; the night rang 
with jubilation. Then, while both the 
Friars and people were kneeling in pray¬ 
er, St. Francis stood before the impro¬ 
vised manger overwhelmed with devo¬ 
tion and radiating the ecstacy of joy. 

Culminating the solemn vigil, the 
Holy Sacrifice of the Mass was offered. 
Francis served as Deacon and chanted 
the Gospel in melodious tones, beckon¬ 
ing all to eternal happiness. When he 
preached the sermon, he uttered the 
Holy Name several times. And every- 
time, he seemed to moisten his lips 
with his tongue, as if to permit his 
graced palate to relish and savor the 
flavor of the word. His sermon ended 
the celebration. 

One of the men who had heard the 
words of the Saint of God, had an ap¬ 
parition in which Francis was seen to 
awaken an infant that had been sleep¬ 
ing. This symbolized that the Christ 
Child had been obscured from many 
hearts; and that He was to be revital¬ 
ized there by the working of His grace 
through St. Francis; and that through 
Francis, He would be eternally instilled 
in those hearts and in many others for 
centuries to come. 

The relics of the first Christmas 
Crib- effected many miracles among 
the populace, one of which was the 
safe delivery of a woman in prolonged 
childbirth. Consequent to these many 
spiritual manifestations and consider¬ 
ation of this historical significance, the 
manger at Greccio was consecrated to 
the Lord and dedicated to St. Francis 
so that where at one time, in the words 
of Thomas of Celano, “animals ate 
food of hay, henceforth men, for heal¬ 
ing of their souls and bodies will eat 
of the flesh of the Lamb without stain 
or blemish, our Lord Jesus Christ, who 
lives and reigns God, eternally glorious, 
world without end Amen. Alleluia, 
Alleluia!”

Raymond Monk, a Junior here at St. Francis Prep and a member of the 
newly organized Biology Club, writes this article as a report of progress on his 
project that will be entered in all City-wide Science Fair Contests. 


Since the beginning of time the 
question “What is Life?” has puzzled 
Man. Today the Biophysicist is espe¬ 
cially interested in the effects of radia¬ 
tion on growth and heredity in living 
organisms and means of tracing differ¬ 
ent nutrients in a living organism. This 
science is concerned with the study of 
different radiations on plants and seeds, 
and the tracing of nutrients in plants 
through the use of radioactive tracer 
elements (commonly known as radio¬ 
isotopes). I have bombarded different 
coleus plants and bean seeds with 
X-rays for long periods of time in order 
to produce a mutation or somatic 
change in the plants’ chromosomes. I 
believe these will also bring an outward 
change in the plant regarding color, 
and other characteristics. These 
changes can be compared to controlled 
plants which have not been subjected 
to radiation. Irradiation of pepper and 
bean seeds with gamma and beta rays 
from Cobalt 60 and Radium over long 
periods of time may produce new 
varieties of plants; some which germi¬ 
nate quickly and produce sturdy plants 
and others which do not germinate are 
easily attacked by fungus. Tracer ele¬ 


ments as Phosphorous-32 (P 32 ) have 
also helped to locate the presence of 
Phosphates in different amounts in 
certain parts of the plant. The radia¬ 
tion property of P 32 have been found 
in the roots and the young leaves of 
the plant which have been in a solution 
of P 32 for a few hours. The P 32 can 
also be injected into the soil in which 
the plant grows. 

These studies are of great impor¬ 
tance because new varieties of plants 
can be produced which are resistant 
to fungus and other diseases; plants can 
be made to yield better crops and the 
effectiveness of fertilizers by tracing 
the uptake and distribution of minerals 
in the plant through the use of radio¬ 
isotopes can be initiated. 

The words of the great scientist 
Michael Faraday, spoken one hundred 
years ago, give us a genuine account 
of today and the future. “It is the great 
beauty of our science that advance¬ 
ment in it, whether in a degree great or 
small, instead of exhausting the subject 
of research opens doors to further and 
more abundant knowledge overflowing 
with beauty and utility.”

He obtained his success by his never 
ending battle to overcome his handicap 
of poverty. Mr. Rayburn worked his 
way through Texas State College and in 
1912 he obtained a seat in Congress. 

As 
the years progressed so did Mr. Sam. 
He progressed to the distinction of 
Speaker of the House of Representa¬ 
tives. Here he worked until the recent 
climax of his life. 

Mr. Sam Rayburn is a name never to 
be forgotten. It will live in the hearts 
of millions, and will be recalled in 
History Books of the future. Children 
of the present and of the future shall 
think of this man equal of the fame and 
glory of Dag Hammarskjold, Steven 
Douglas and Dwight D. Eisenhower. 
Adults will remember him as the syno¬ 
nym for love of country. His name will 
live on as we live but will never die.

The students were then introduced 
into actual car driving upon the ar¬ 
rival of a 1962 Ford Galaxie 500.

The new Galaxie 500 is a white, 
four door Crown Victoria Hardtop, 
powered by a V-8 engine and auto¬ 
matic transmission.

The Driver Education course consists 
of thirty-eight periods of classroom 
instruction plus thirty-four periods of 
actual car instruction. Upon the suc¬ 
cessful completion of the course, a 
student receives a blue card which en¬ 
ables him to obtain a Senior License at 
the age of seventeen. Students become 
eligible for the course at the age of 
sixteen.
